NICARAGUA, 


H.M. Consul at Greytown (Mr. H. F. Bingham), in his report on 
the trade of Nicaragua for the years 1903-04, 
Boots and Shoes. states that a noticeable item in the list of im- 
ports is that of boots and shoes, of the sale of which 
the United States of America have almost a complete monopoly. 
Until recently, these goods were imported from Austria-Hungary, 
a few coming from the United Kingdom, France and Germany. 
Most of the better class of boots and shoes now imported into 
Nicaragua come from New Orleans ; they are of good appearance 
and quality, each pair being put up in an attractive paper box 
and costing from 6s. to 8s. Boots for working men or brogues 
chiefly come from Boston, Mass., and cost about 4s. per pair. 


In the heavier class of hardware the cheaper freight gives an 

advantage to the United States of America, but, 

Hardware. in the opinion of the Consul, a greater amount of 

British cutlery might be introduced. ‘“‘ Machetes,” 

of which a large quantity are sold, and which are used by the 

peasants for nearly every agricultural and household purpose, come 

mostly from a Connecticut firm, which also supplies most of the 

axes, The greater quantity of pocket knives and scissors come 
from Germany, and are usually of an inferior quality. 


Beer comes from the United States of America and Germany, but 
the sale of British beer might be pushed to 

Beer. advantage on the Atlantic coast, where there 

are many natives of the British West Indies 


who prefer British beer and porter. 


The greater part of the ordinary soap comes from the United 

Soap-making Kingdom, but the imports have of late years 

Materials been much reduced owing to the establishment 

' of several native soap factories that turn out a 

fairly good article; and as the materials are admitted duty tree, 

they are able to compete successfully in prices with the foreign 

soap. All the tallow and most of the materials used in the soap 
factories come from the United States of America. 
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NICARAGU A—continued. 


The leather imports, which amounted in value during the year 

1903-04 to over 6,0001., are nearly equally divided 

Leather. between the United States of America and 

Germany. The classes imported are chiefly 

those used by bootmakers and saddlers, of whom there are many 

in the Republic, and who do excellent work at comparatively low 
prices. 


The leading position of the United States of America in the 
importation of drugs is partly due to the 
facilities of shipment; an infinite: number of 
American patent medicines, for the cure of every possible ill, are 
to be seen not only in drug shops but also in most of the stores 
of general merchandise. British embrocations for horses and 
cattle would be of considerable use in the country, but are entirely 
unknown. (foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,337.)

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Nicaragua.—In his report on the trade of Nicaragua, recently 
issued by the Foreign Office, H.M. Consul at Greytown (Mr. H. F. 
Bingham) writes :--- 

‘The great proportion of trade done with the United States of 
America is due no doubt in great part to her proximity to Nicaragua, 
the comparative cheapness of the freight from American ports, 
and the considerable value of the imports of kerosene, flour, 
provisions and other articles essentially American, but a consider- 
ably larger trade in British goods than is now carried on could 
undoubtedly be done with the Atlantic coast of Nicaragua, the 
imports of which represent a large proportion of the total trade of 
Nicaragua. Owing to the number of fruit vessels that leave Blue- 
fields for New Or leans, reaching that port in from four to five days, 
merchants have exceptional facilities for visiting the United States 
and personally making their purchases there, and the coast-is also 
constantly visited by commercial travellers from New Orleans 
firms, who generally carry complete collections of samples. It 
is now some years since the representative of a British firm visited 
the Atlantic coast, and I have no doubt that a commercial traveller 
with a good range of British samples would do a profitable business 
on that coast, especially in the better classes of manufactures of 
cotton, hosiery, cloth and other manufactures of wool, and small 
cutlery. British travellers visiting the interior of the Republic 
have told me that they do not care to go to the Atlantic coast on 
account of the difficulties in travelling and the length of time 
required, but I think that the business that could be done would 
fully compensate a traveller for the trouble and loss of time, 
which need not be so great, as the next market to Nicaragua 
usually visited by commercial agents is Costa Rica, whose Atlantic 
port of Limon is easily accessible from any part of the Nicaraguan 
coast.” (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,337.)

DOMINION OF CANADA. 


‘he Board of Trade have received from the High Commissioner 
Regulations for Canada a copy of a Customs memorandum 
relating to (No. 1,311 B), issued by the Canadian Customs 

S Department, on Ist February, 1905, and which 


ae consolidates the regulations previously in force 
Samples. respecting commercial samples and travellers’ 


baggage imported into the Dominion. 

The following is the text of the memorandum in question :— 

1. (a) Samples such as are carried by commercial travellers, 
together with the trunks and other packages containing them 
(except when of ‘‘ no commercial value”) are subject to the ordi- 
nary Customs duty, but not to special duty in addition thereto. 
Customs officers may atlow rebate of duty, under the preferential 
tariff, on samples of British origin arriving from any British 
country, upon declaration of the traveller. 

(6) Commercial travellers are required to deliver to the Customs 
officer, for entry purposes, an invoice or statement in detail, show- 
ing the price (wholesale) of each sample as sold for home con- 
sumption; such invoice or statement shall be attested by the 
traveller, and the quantities of such samples shall be duly checked 
by the Customs officer and proper duty paid thereon before 
delivery. 

(c) Imported samples (not Canadian produce or manufacture) 
are subject to duty at each time of importation: Provided, how- 
ever, that the trunks in which samples are contained may be 
admitted free after payment of duty on first importation, if identi- 
fied to the satisfaction of the Customs officer. 

(d) Cards, portfolios, pasteboard boxes, or other coverings con- 
taining cut samples of cloth, edgings, textile fabrics, buttons of 
various patterns, and other articles obviously for use only as sam- 
ples to sell by and having no commercial value, may be admitted 
free of duty; the term “‘no commercial value” does not, however, 
apply to portfolios, boxes, or other coverings used in displaying 
samples, when susceptible to other use or having a saleable value. 

2. Merchandise for sale, when brought into Canada as baggage, 
is subject to duty and to entry at the Custom-house, in the same 
manner as goods imported by freight or express. 

3. Wearing apparel, articles of personal adornment, toilet 
articles, and similar personal effects of persons arriving in Canada 
may be passed free without entry at Customs, as travellers’ bag- 
gage, under the provisions of the Customs tariff, but this provision 
shall only include such articles as actually accompany and are in 
the use of, and as are necessary and appropriate for the wear and 
use of such persons for the immediate purpose of the journey and 
present comfort and convenience, and shall not be held to apply 
to merchandise or articles intended for other persons or for sale.

FRANCE. 


The Acting British Consul at Nantes (Mr. A. Trillot) reports that 
the increase of tonnage at that port is mostly 
due to the improvement of the River Loire in 
spite of the heavier taxes and port dues im- 
posed to provide for the cost. 

The ships have bad to pay during part of the year 1904 on their 
gross tonnage, and also the canal dues, even when their draught 
of water permitted them to pass through the river. The attempt 
made to render the Upper Loire navigable has been successful 
for a distance of 1,500 metres (about a mile) near Chalonnes, and 
when it has been found that the work done can stand the floods and 
strong currents of the river, a further experiment will be made on 
a distance of about 10 miles. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,336.)

Owing to a recent case of the imposition of a fine on a British 
steamer for arriving at a Spanish port, from a 
port where there was no Spanish Consul, with- 
out a certified manifest, the following extract 
from the official regulations on this subject may be of interest. 
Attention is called to the words which are printed in italics :— 

Article 45 of the Customs regulations as promulgated by Royal 
Decree of the 19th November, 1884. (Translation.) 

‘Captains of vessels laden with goods of foreign origin, such 
cargo being for immediate consumption, for warehousing, for 
transhipment or in transit, must, on arrival in Spanish territorial 
waters, possess a manifest duly drawn up and signed, containing 
the whole cargo and lading (pacotillas y encargos), which docu- 
ment must be visa’ed by the Spanish Consul at the port of sailing, 
if there 1s one; if not—then by the local authority, the Customs 
Administration, or the Consul of a friendly Power.” 

(Summary of remainder of Article.) 

Are exempted from the visa—the manifests of vessels in ballast 
or in which the whole cargo consists of goods on which the amount 
of all dues does not exceed 50 pesetas per 1,000 kilos. 


Visa of Manifests 
for Spanish Ports. 
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Steamboats only calling at Spanish ports to embark passengers 
and cargo may substitute for the manifest an invoice of the cargo 
accompanied by its bilis of lading, duly numbered, both duly 
visa ed. 

Chapter II. (Translation). 

Article 246. ‘‘The captain of a vessel from abroad becomes 
liable to a fine under the circumstances, and to the amount below 
mentioned : 

1. For not presenting a manifest or invoice duly visa’ed as 
required by Article 45 on the entry of the vessel into Spanish 
waters—a fine of 500 pesetas. 

(Summary.) 

Vessels laden with tobacco, petroleum, textiles or groceries pay, 
in addition, a fine of 5 to 100 pesetas per bale. Vessels entering 
from stress of weather are exempt if bound for foreign ports. 





ITALY. 
H.M. Consul at Venice (Mr. E. de Zuccato) reports that a com- 
mission recently appointed by the Italian 
Government to study a plan of river navigation 
along the Po and its confluents between Venice 
and Milan, have arrived at the following con-

clusions, viz. :— 

1. To establish a direct service for 397 kiloms., with 600-ton flat 
boats from Venice to Milan, through Brondola, Cavanella, Adda, 
Pizzighettone and Lodi. 

2. To group and connect all the branch lines to the principal 
one and to the lakes in a uniform manner, so as to cover a distance 
of 3,410 kiloms. There would be 705 kiloms. navigable for 600-ton 
boats, 1,168 kiloms. for 250-ton boats, 1,274 kiloms. for 100-ton 
boats, and 261 kiloms. for smaller boats. 

The expenditure to be incurred in excavating and improving 
the services has been computed to be about 118,000,000 frs. 
(4,720,000/.). 

The commission have calculated that an energy of 48,500 horse- 
yower might be produced along the rivers, to be utilised by industrial 
establishments, which, at 30 fr. per unit, would yield an annual 
income of 1,455,000 fr. (58,200/.), representing a capital of 
36,000,000 fr. (1,440,0002. ). 

There would be the distribution of water for irrigation on 9,000 
hectares of ground, which, at 20 fr. per hectare a year, would amount 
annually to a sum of 180,000 fr. (7,200/.), corresponding to a capital 
of 4,500,000 fr. (180,000/.). Therefore, in the opinion of the com- 
mission, the actual expenditure would be reduced to 77,000,000 fr. 
(3,080,000. )}—22,632 fr. (905/.) per kilom. There would also be 
the dues to be levied for passage, anchoring, &c., the freight for 
conveyance of goods ; and the commission state that as the traffic 
developed the capital might be sunk and paid off in a short time. 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,240).

NATAL. 


The “ Natal Mercury ” has announced that preliminary stepsare being 
taken to commence the manufacture of iron in 
Natal for local consumption. A syndicate have 
applied for, and are reported to have obtained, 
a grant of land at Newcastle for the purpose. This town has been 
selected owing to its proximity to the coal mines. The nature of 
the company’s operations will have no connection, at the present 
stage, with iron mining, the capital required for such an equip- 
ment being considered prohibitive during the present depression, 
but the intention is to purchase the iron ‘‘scrap,” which is 
furnished in such large quantities in South Africa by the rejection

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of worn out iron material by the railways and public works depart- 
ments of the various Colonies and municipalities, together with 
numerous other sources, and to convert it into new and saleable 
material, which shall be in price and quality capable of competing 
with the imported article. The principal aim in view is to supply 
the railways’ demands for manufactured iron and steel, and with 
this object it is proposed to lay in a full equipment of plant capable 
of producing steel rails, bolts, rivets, piates, bar-iron, and all the 
diversified constructional iron work which a railway and general 
contractor needs. 

The “Mercury” remarks that with the large and growing 
production of Natal coal, there should be connected in years to 
come an iron industry. 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


The “Straits Times” reports the inauguration of a cold storage

NATAL. 


The annual report for 1904 of the Durban Chamber of Commerce 
gives the following particulars respecting the 

Tea Industry. tea industry of Natal in that year :— 

The past season has been one of partial 
drought, which has considerably affected the out-turn of tea, and 
it is doubtful whether the total crop was much more than 14 
million pounds. : 

The demand for Natal tea is in excess of the supply, but with 
the large increase of area planted, and given good seasons, it is 
expected that steady progress will be made towards fully supplying 
the South African market. 

A new tea factory, equipped with the latest machinery, is being 
erected at Kearsney, and will be in working order next season to 
meet the prospective increase of yield from fresh fields. 

The areas newly planted during the present season may be esti- 
mated at 400 acres. This will make the total area of the colony 
planted with tea not less than 5,200 acres. 

It is satisfactory to know that Natal teas, which are specially 
suited to the climate of South Africa, are well established in public 
favour, and steadily improving their position year by year. 

Prices have been steadily maintained for several years, ranging 
from 1s. 24d, per lb. for the best golden pekoe to 73d. for 


souchong.

The results of 1904 confirm the conclusions arrived at 
in the previous year, viz., that the climate and soil are eminently 
adapted to certain varieties of American ‘“‘ Upland” cotton, which 
gives better results than indigenous cotton cultivated in the same 
way on similar soil. Experiments with Egyptian and Peruvian 

varieties of cotton have not proved satisfactory. 


ITALY. 

H.M. Consul at Venice (Mr. E. de Zuccato) reports that from 

enquiry which he has made, it would appear— 
Hemp Production. there being no statistics on the subject—that 

about 7,000 tons of hemp are produced in the 
district of Rovigo, about 11,000 tons in the district of Ferrara and 
about 9,000 tons in the districts of Bologna. The crop in 1904 
was. about one-third less than the normal crop. (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 3,340.)

Consul-General at Rio de Janeiro (Mr. C. B. Rhind) notes that 
among the conditions laid down by the contract is one to the 
effect that all material to be imported for the renewal of the 
metallic superstructure, rolling stock, and other improvements, as 
also for the extension of the line in construction, and already 
contracted for, shall be ordered exclusively from the firm of 
German merchants, who acted as intermediaries in negotiating 
the loan, at the prices current at the time when ordered. 

It appears that only about 227,000/. will be available for the 
purposes defined, and that much of this will have to be expended 
in earthworks, masonry, and other construction work, so that in 
reality the balance disposable for imported material will be con- 
siderably reduced.

Wowehwing. evelopment of Newchwang after the conclusion 

of the Russo-Japanese war :— 

‘There are now 1,400 Japanese registered at the Newchwang Con- 
sulate, which is about 300 more than there are at Tientsin. There 
are signs of increasing local prosperity ; new shops and houses of 
an improved style are being built; roads have been made, and a 
tramway is to be constructed from the port to Niu Chia T’un 
(33 miles), the terminus of the branch railway from Ta Shih Cliao. 
There is little doubt that after the war the development will be 
great and rapid, and Newchwang is likely to become one of the 
largest and busiest ports in China, and that in spite of the possible 
competition of other ports, such as Dalny and Ching Wan ‘Tao. 
There is at present a considerable export of native produce from 
the latter place, the Chinese railway having contracts for the 
transport of beancake alone frcm Hsin Min T’un to the amount of 
40,000 tons. Itis, however, probable that this is merely product 
which could not be brought down in the autumn, owing to the 
Russian obstructions on the river, and the use of so many river 


boats by the Japanese.”

Mr. Litton points out, however, that the Teng Yueh customs 
returns do not by any means give the total value of the trans- 
frontier trade. There is a brisk interchange of commodities 
between Bhamo ‘and the Chinese Shan States along the border, 
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most of which does not come under the notice of the Imperial 
Customs authorities; yarn, matches, piece-goods, salt (contra- 
band) are exchanged against Chinese rice, opium (both contra- 
band), iron, cattle, ponies and mules and other live animals. A 
considerable emigration of Chinese labour and transport from 
Yunnan to Burma takes place every cold season. Live animals are 
not noted by the Teng Yueh customs, but the total value of this 
trade for the year March, 1903, to March, 1904, was returned by 
the i officials as 18,0007.

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (No. 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and focussed in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. 

On application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, information with, regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c.; 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 
and intended for general information, is conveyed to the public.

India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 


Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘Canadian Government Trade 
Enquiry Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial commu- | 
nity. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be; 
arranged when desired. 


Cape of Good Hope-——The Government of the Cape of Good Hope’ 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, which will be 
under the direction of the Agent-General for the Cape of Good 
Hope. 

Mr. Lewis Atkinson, who has been appointed Commercial 
Agent, attends daily to deal with enquiries on all Commercial and 


Trade matters connected with Cape Colony. 


Queensland.—F or the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a Seesiii office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 


nection with Queensland. 
A Reading Room will also be provided in which maps, 


directories, statutes, Government reports, and other publications 
of the State can be seen.
